PITTSBCRG, April SO.—The in tor-state con- 


vention of colored inon, to take into consid- 
eration tho condition of their race and 
.relation to parties in this country, was called 
to Order in Municipal hull, with delega 
from twelve states, mostly northern, to the 
number of sovonty-!ivo present, Fred Doug- 
lass, Bishop Groor, of Ohio, and Hov. C. 
Smith, oC Illinois, wero among the delegates 
present. Robert Jackson, of Pittsbui-g, was 
elected temporary chairman, and the usual 
committees appointed and tho convention 
took recess. 


The conference reassemble^ nt 1H3 p. m. 


Rev. C. S. Smith suggested that ns the com- 
mittee on penaaftinc organisation was not 
yet ready to report, the time might to occu- 
pied in reading letters of regret from those 
who had been invited but could not attend. 
Tho motion was -adopted. Tho (list letter 
read was from D. A, StraUer, of Columbia, 
S. C. Ho thought the conference right and 
expedient iu the face of the great necessity 
for some concert of action ainonj; the col- 
ored citizens toward relieving themselves 
from the manifold oppressions and injustices 
heaped upon them by a dominant race. He 
suggested as topics for consideration: 


First, in view of tho recent decision of tho 


supremo court declaring the civil rights bill 
unconstitutional, is it not the paramount 
duty o£ tho Republican party at-Chicago to 
make an unmistakable declaration of its pur- 
poso to secure tho colored citizen equally 
with hLs follow-citizeufi the constitutional 
right to enjoy all privileges, such as is the 
nteut of the civil rights bill, and to be pro- 
tected in the enjoyment of tho same by tho 
power of the constitution, 
through 
the 


federal tribunals of the national government. 


Second, tho writer urges that tho confer- 


ence should demand of tho Republican party 
at Chicago a pledge for a free ballot and a 
'nir count. 


Third, t.o know whether tho Republican 


party will continue thcr policy of 1'resldent 
Sayes in leaving us at the mercy o! our po- 
litical enemies upon a, (also theory Hint tli« 
constitution is powerless, public sentiment is 
against interfering with tho states and tho 
lijjaiflcant fact that tho cry is "Unlonl tho 
negro and escape negro rule/' 


Fourth, tho right to a more adequate 


recognition of our Dtness to flll positions of 
public trust, and can a party which refuses 
such recognition bo called a party of equal 
rights! 


Fifth, tho bill recently passed by the senate, 


which the Republican senate attempted to 
make a national law, which draws the color 
iue in tho schools, should receive the protest 
of every coiorod citizen. Lot 
ifc bo known 


that wo are not mendicants at tho door of 
tho Republican party, asking for rights. Lot 
the Republican party answer the question, 
'Are wo American citizens, and what are our 
•ight?"

One Person Killed, Four Family and 


Sovcu Other* Seriously Injured—

BLOOMIXGTOX, Ind,, April 30.—At D o'clock 


u. in., a firo broke out at the house of ni 
employe of ths Ellottsvillo steam stone-works, 
seven miles oast of this place, and a number 
of tho neighbors aud employes of tho works 
were promptly on hand to assist in removing 
the household goods.

'stantly killed. Peter Mathows, the senioi 
momlior of the firm, operating the works, was 
severely injured, ami is not expected to re- 
cover.
